Snd in recent years has rot been conspicuous amorg the successful 
The main honors ha\e been poms to the player who sacrificed length 
for accuracy, and romance for routine 


Max Marston is this tjpe of plaver. 
There are many amateur* 


who hit longer balls off the tee, but few who are straiphter thru the 
green. This kind of golf brought Marston the amateur championship 
last summer. 


Cyril Walker, recent winner of the open, is much the same type 


of golfer. Walker hits a long ball, but he haidly ranks with the sie 
gunners. 
His chief interest is centered in keeping the ball in the 


middle of the fairway. 


At Oakland Hills the New Jersey professional probably playee 


fewer shots from rough and traps than any other player. 
This, and 


his ability to control the ball in a quartering gale, accounted for hi 
triumph. 


A long ball that you cant control is about as useful as an ICP pick 


in the tropics. The longest hitter in this j ear's open was young John- 
ny Rogers of Dayton. Rogers hits a tee shot e\ery bit as far as Bob 
MacDonald used to. But it is not always straight, and that's one u-a- 
son why Rogers finished with 314. exactly 17 strokes behind the leader 


Ranking next to Rogers in prodigious swatting was Jesse Guil- 


ford, the Boston amateur, and Jesse \\as e\en farther hack with HI7. 


Chick Evans has the right idea on tee shots, which is this: Go 


after di°*ance only when it is necessary. 
The siepe gunner, on the 


ether hand, goes after it all the time. 


On a course of moderate length, Evans simply shortens his hack 


swing. On long courses, such as Flossmoor was last \ear, he le^jrthens 
it. This sounds easy, and is, if you have mastered timing, a delicate, 
Subtle operation, which consists in getting the wrists, arms and body 
Jnto the "hit" at the right second.
